Tells Of Indian Killings

McALESTER, Okla., Nov. 27.—(I 


X. S.)— Lyman Pusley, aged Choc- 
taw Indian here, is> a living remain- 
der of the old Choctaw nation's 
creed of an "Eye for an Eye." 


Pusley played an important part 


in the closing chapter of the his- 
tory of the ChOctaw Nation, when 
the nation was placed under the 
rule of the white man. 


He was the official executioner 


for Tecumseh Moore, underchief to 
Green McCurtain, 
chief of 
tho 


Choctaws, and performed the last 
execution under the laws of the In- 
dian nation, before the Indian laws 
and modes were superceded 
by 


white men's courts. 


Thereby hangs a tale, related by 
Pusley: 


With 
the 
enroachments 
of 
pioneers on property of the Choc- 
taws, there arose a 
division 
of 


sentiment 
within the tribe. One 


faction was known as "Eagles," 
the'progressive element; the other 
"Buzzaids," the standpatters. , 


Buzzards and Eagles. 


SUan Lewis, a young member o: 


the "BUj.-aid&" 
disliked the idea 


of the "Kagles" making peace with 
the whites, and in the glow of a 
campflre near Wilbunon, declared 
to a group of his followers that 
the best way to prevent further 
friendship 
between the "Eagles'" 


and the whites, was to kill off the 
"Eagles"—then 
the 
"Buzzards" 


could 
forbid 
the 
settlement 
of 


whites within the nation. * 


On the morning after the camp- 


fire meeting, six leaders 
of 
the 


progressive party ^t^e found shot 
to death, 40 miles distant 
The 


news spread, and Lewis sui rend- 
ered to Chief McCurtain/who sen- 
tenced Lewis 
to 'be shot, 
Nov. 5, 


1894. 


According to custom, Lewis was 


releasecL-on his own recognizance, 
to 
make arrangements 
for 
his 


fami«y, and return to be shot at the 
designated time. 


In the meantime, sentiment be- 


tween the two factions grew to an 
intense heat. When Lewis appeared 
to be shot, with Pusley designated 
to send him to the happy Hunting 
ground, the "Eagle" leaders feared 
a last-minute effort by the "Buz- 
zards" would be made to rescue 
young Lewis. 


So, the execution site was select- 


ed in an isolated spot of the hills 
near Wilburton, whence sounds o 
the rifle shot would not be heard 
by the suspected band of rescuers 


- Picked As Best Shot. 


Pusley, reputed as the best rifle 


shot in the nation, drew a. bead on 
Lewis' heart. 
It was his system 


he said, barely to crease the edge 
of the heart, making death instan- 
taneous. 


"I can see him 
now—just sp 


plain," Pusley related 
"He is quiet 


Tall. Hands at side and shirt un- 
buttoned at collar. 
'Shoot, Lyman,' 


he said to me, and I shot." 


At that instant 
Lewis took a 


long bicath and the bullet wen! 
wide a fraction of an Inch. 
"He don't die right now," Pusley 


continued. "He fall slow and light, 
just like lea-^ es around him. 
AVe 


fraid it another shot warn Buz- 
zards, so we ~put rag over Lewis' 
face to Sjtop it breathing." 


Thus—the last execution in the

Faced with an increase o£ dru-ngen- 
nes.«, a lo\\ ermg of labor efficiency, 
and a perceptible decrease in the 
lesistance of the people to disease 
as a result of a year's experience 
with legalized strong vodka, the 
soviet government is now icsortng 
to restrictions en the sale of liquor 
in place of the absolute piohlbition 
which they abandoned 


The council of peoples commis- 


sars has ratified a bill of the 
Soviet Central executive committee 
imiting the sale of liquor. The bill, 
which probably will become a law, 
Drohibits the sale of more than one 
jottle of 40 per cent vodka, brandy, 
or liquor to one individual in one 
day. 


None for Minors. 


It also prohibits absolutely the 


sale of any spuituous beverages to 
persons below eighteen years old, 
.nd forbids restaurants, hotels, rail- 
'oad buffets and dining -cars, and 
ship stewards to sell liquor by the 
jottle. A Punishment of 50 roubles 
fine or two weeks' imprisonment 
s provided for violation of. the law. 
At the same time, thp authorises 
ire attempting to entourage the 
drinking of beer in place ot high 
ension ^ odka, Moscow already con- 
sumes 50,000 bottles of beer daily, 
ind after the piesent project for 
mprovkig the quality of this bev- 
eiage is accomplished, it is hoped 
hat the consumption will double.

The history of tho court was re- 
viewed in brief by Dr. Hill who 
said that m five years of operation 
it had handed down six-judgments 
and twelve advisory opinions, a to- 
tal of eighteen cases handled. The 
courts began functioning ir* Janu- 
ary, r!922.

Psychology to Fore. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(UP)— 


Psychology is taking- an equal place 
•with law and facts in determination 
of whether Albert Bacon Fall and 
Edward Laurence Doheny go to 
prison or are exonerated in the oil 
conspiracy case. 
Latent criminal practice empha- 


sizes the Importance of pleasing the 
jury. The fact that it i as the do- 
fent>e which proposed night sessions 
o£ the Fail-Doheny 
trial—which 


may get the locked-up jurors back 
to their families by Christmas—to- 
day was deemed a more important 
victory for the defense than a half 
dozen successes on obscure legal 
points. 
Youth of the jury—the average 


age is only 32 years—ijj. another 
point viewed as favoring emphasis 
on psychology rather than on law. 
Study of modern science has con- 
vinced the lawyers that decisions 
are based on sub-conscious reflexes 
affecting personal comfort of the 
talesmen more than on the actual 
developments of the trial itself- 


Youth is more imPresionable than 


age on such points. 
A high point in the defense psy- 


chological attack was the prosecu- 
tion's move to have the jury locked 
up. None of the jurors objected to

The 
treatment ahe suffered before they 
let her go, as dawn was breaking-, 
cannot be described. The citizens of 
Leningrad were united in wrath 
when the outrage became known 
and the Leningrad police worked 
swiftly. All forty of the culprets 
were arrested. Public indignations 
is high o;i the eve of their trial. 
It is -probable that the leaders in 
this terrible offence face death as> 
a. penalty. 
At Rostov-on-Don, a gang of 


thirty boys between sixteen and 
nineteen years old repeated the 
Leningrad crime., when they cap- 
tured a. young girl. Again, as in^ 
Leningrad, public spirit flamed m 
anger against them. Four of them 
have been arrested, the other twen- 
ty-six are being- hunted by the po- 
lice. Death before a f.ring squad 
almost certainly awaits those cap- 
tured. 


Two boys have been sentenced to 
be executed in a village near Kar 
koff, for hooliganism. Without the 
slightest provocation, in a spirit of 
lawless bravado, they killed a peas- 
ant and wounded several others. A 
Usually, it is not more serious than 
aibtrict also has been sentenced to 
death, for the unprovoked and wan- 
ton murder of a peasant. All these 
sentences of death, according to the 
newspaper reports, have been re- 
ceived by the public with the great- 
est satisfaction. 


Hooliganism is not always 'mani- 


fested in so terrible 
a 
manner. 
Usually, it is not mroe serious than 
the malicious spirit of gang bully- 
ing with which 
American 
cities 


have long been familiar. 
But even 
these milder offenses are consid- 
ered 
to 
be 
serious 
challenges 
against the state's security and are 
heavily punished. 
The government is moving swift- 
ly and heavily against those who 
disturb public order, while carrying 
on an energetic educational effort, 
to discourage hooliganism and to 
teach respect and better under- 
standing of the requirements of an 
orderly society.

Efforts to bring about a League of 
Nations of the Eabt among Russia, 
Turkey, Persia, Afghanistan and 
China are doomed to failure. Each 
country has 
more than enough 


problems in its own domestic cha- 
otic conditions to require all the 
skill of its politicians for years to 
come. 
Foreign relations now play only 


minor parts in the destinies of 
these nations. Each of them imag- 
ines it is the victim of foreign 
powers, but each is, in reality, its 
own victim and must continue to 
be so until it learns how to unite 
its own factions in the Interest of 
ntaional peace and prosperity. 


A league of nations of the east 


CA" be no more than a dream of 
a future century. The five nations 
who are now discussing the project 
have .nothing in common except 
their jealousy of foreign influence 
and 
the 
higher 
economic rank 


gained by western nations through 
hard work and creative activity. 
There are as many dangerous pos- 
sibilities of hostilities among tlxe 
five'as among a*iy group of west- 
ern nations. Russia and Turkey are 
hereditary 
enemies; 
Russia and 


China have conflicting ambitions in 
Manchuria and elsewhere m the 
orient; Turkey and Persia are sus- 
-tcious of each other; Russia has 
i ,»S tried to be the paramount, 
power in Persia; while Afghanistan, 
m proud isolation, is watching all 
her neighbors, especially 
Russia, 


with hand on her gun. 


Russia Back Move. 


The moving spirit back of thU 


new League is Russia.

proposal that the League be or- 
ganized was made at a meeting of 
the five powers at Angora, the cap- 
ital of Turkey.

ment was taken for the purpose of 
holding another meeting in Mos- 
cow to determine what the policies 
of the League shall be.

No existing authority in China 


can pledge the Chinese nation to 
any sort of Eastern, league, espe- 
cially to any alliance with Russia.

"Christian" general of China, has 
become a Bolshevik,, for temporary 
purposes

diplomatic strategy, 


and has lately been using Moscow 
as his base of operations. 
The 


South Chinese republic, seeking aid 
Vvherever it can, has been co-oper- 
ating with Feng Yuh-hsiang and 
owes some of its success to this 
fact. 


Japs Stay Out. 


The most convincing indication 


that the league of nations of the 
East has no chance of success is 
the scrupuloub care- taken by the 
Japanese to keep out of it. 
Jap- 


anese 
statesmanship 
rank s far 


higher in the scale of efficiency 
than any other eastern mUion's. 
The Japs.nese have farsighted vision 
and at the same time arc essen- 
tially 'opportunists, working in the 
interest of their own country and 
as willing as any western nation 
to change their policies to conform 
to that ideal. 
Japan is sticking- to the west and 
not to the east for her international 
comrades. Japan realizes the lack 
of power in the oriental nations and 
in Russia, at least for the time be- 
ing. Japan's future enemy, indeed, 
is Russia, and Japan's future ally 
may be any one of several western 
nations. Russia, seeking to 
bind 


the east to herself, has failed to win 
Japan and as long as this failure 
continues, no League of the East 
need trouble the west. 
This kindergarten activity open- 


ed the ejes of the South Chinese 
and while the Cantonese 
leaders 


arc still ready to accept Russian 
help, either directly or through 
Feng Yuh-hsiang-, Russia cannot 
count on directing the policies of 
the orientals. On the contrary, the 
Russians will be sent flying from 
Peking as they were from Canton 
if they seek to convert China to 
coVnmunism. Russia's policy in this 
respect is unsound because it is be-

Morale Satisfactory.

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Christmas And New Years Superstitions 


BY PROF. PAUL H. GRUMMANN. later became god Balder. To him "the little jumper." 
Today these 


To understand the present It is 


of vital importance that -we con- 
sider the past from which this pres- 
ent lias bprung. This Is always of 
vital importance in the study of 
superstitions. No season of the year 
is so filled up with remnants of old 
beliefs as our Christmas season. It 
will bo of interest to trace some of 
these to their probable sources. 


When we consider the very early 


and simple conditions under which 
our forefathers of northern Europe 
Jived, we find that one of the out- 
standing centers of their belief was 
tha sun. It gave them light and 
warmth and 
comfort. Therefore, 


they were vitally concerned about 
it. It should be remembered that 
our ancestors came from a lattitude 
much farther north than our own. 
In the summer the days were very 
much longer and at midwinter they 
weie much shorter. The great "sun 
drama," as some one has called it, 
was far more pronounced to them 
than to us Our Christmas would 
be essentially different if daylight 
did not come until nine and vanish- 
ed again at four. In a sense it would 
be veiy much more real than un- 
der our own conditions. 


AVhat did our barbarian ancestors 


believe about this strange phenom- 
enon of a very short day and ex- 
tremely long night at midwinter? 
They believed that the sun was real- 
ly a god, but thpir notion of a god 
was essentially different from ours. 
He had Ins joys and sorrows,, his 
.times of good and of bad fortune. 
It was clear they believed that at 
midwinter he was in great distress. 


Helping The Sun God. 


Not only was the astronomical 


day shorter, but during these sea- 
sons the sky was overcast a large 
part of the time, putting the sun 
god into even greater 
difficulty. 


They had the belief that they could 
be of assistance to this sun god 
and this they rendered by lighting 
great bonfues in the fond belief 
that JJiey were sending up addi- 
tional heat and light to their god 
who was in trouble. 
Incidentally 


they themselves derived great com- 
fort from these fires during the cold 
season. Around these fires their 
first cereinonlals developed. Around 
them they danced, for dancing was 
essentially a religious rite, as it still 
is with savage 
tribe&. They ran 


through* the fires in the belief that 
they would purify them, driving out 
evil spirits. This part of the custom 
is still observed in many parts of 
rural Europe. Of course modern men 
and women no 
longer 
have the 


superstition that they 
are being 


puiified by these fires. The cus- 
tom has simply become a meaning- 
less spor-t, a remnant, however, of 
an old belief. 


The sun god was in most serious 


trouble at midwinter, therefore, the 
most important religious festival of 
the cailioht period was this mid- 
winter celebiation, the i emote fore- 
nmner of our Christmas. Next to 
this Christmas poriod,_the midsum- 
mer period seemer to" be the most 
disastrous for the sun god. In spite 
of the greater presence of sun, it" 
had its seilous troubles, for in mid- 
summer 
t lolcnt 
thunder 
storms 


aro&e. The skies were covered with 
angrj" clouds. Thunder, lightning, 
and other elements of danger arose 
for the sun god. Therefore, also at 
tliis time, bonfires were started in 
the hope of bringing assistance to 
•the endangered god It is interesting 
to note that midsummer bonfires 
lia\c been kept up to the piesent 
day in Europe. When Christianity 
yvni introduced they were made a 
feature of Snint John's celebration 
on the day bacred to that saint. 


Firecrackers Symbolical. 


When our own nation was found- 


ed and suitable practices had to be 
dcMsccl for the Fourth of July, bon- 
fires became the essential element 
of the Independence Day celbra- 
tions. Later on fireworks were sub- 
stituted. So we have a direct des- 
cendant fiom the old midsummer 
practices in our own national cus- 
toms

trees. 
It has been asscited that

ancestors were forest people. Trees 
were of -vital importance to them

Oui ancestors de- 


rived their food fiom beeches -and 
oaks, the acorn being a very im- 
portant element. Among all tribes 
Hie source ol food is always more 
or less sacred. 
The tree also af- 


forded an element of 
safety in 


(inics of danger. It afforded pro- 
tection from enemies and also fro-n 
natuia] calamities. 
In the 
hot 


Mimmer it v»as a great source >f 
lOinfoit- 
yo it will readily be 


seen that reverence for the tree 
might develop at a 
very, 
early 


Magp. Since they lived in the tem- 
perate zone, our ancestors had be- 
fore thc_i the problem of the tree's 
annual fortunes—the 
loss of its 


foliaae in the fall and the takin? 
on of new foliage in tht spring. 
They marveled much about ,thls. 
During seasons * of 
drouh they 


r.nspived certain trees lost their 
folinge while other trees, supplied 
with water from some hidden un- 
derground spring, remained green. 


Trees Became Sacred. 


Tlicro was something peculiar to 


Ihpm about these trees. They pally 
formed the notion that they were 
especially sacred and they became 
1lie center of tl.cir religious wor- 


also sacrifices were made. The mis- 
tletoe which caused the death of 
Balder plays an' important part in 
these sacrifices. 
More 
important 


than. this, however, is the burning 
of a great log: in his honor. This is 
called the Yule-log in Scandinavia; 
in England it is referred to as Bal- 
der's bale fire. In Germany it is 
designated as the Christmas log. 
Just as they supposed" that bonfires 
gave strength to the sun god, so 
they believed that the burning of 
a huge log would give assistance to 
the tree god. 
f 


Another 
superstition 
may 
be 


traced to this period. It is quite 
natural that-our ancestors should 
early come to the conclusion that 
winter is somehow related to death. 
Therefore, much of the ceremonial 
of this/season was for the welfare 
of the departed. This entered into 
the bonfires for the sun grod and 
also the Yule log ceremonials. The 
most important 
feature, 
however, 


was that, as a death festival, the 
midwinter season in a way came to 
mark the end of the year—it was 
the death o* the year. At a very 
early time, therefore, there arose 
the tendency to finish all,' sorts of 
activities by midwinter and then to 
make a new stare. As we shall see, 
this became an important element 
of the midwinter celebration. 


Trickinci The Trees. 


When our ancestors became more 
civilized and began to develop agri- 
culture, the midwinter celebration 
took on a new significance. They 
began to have fruit 
trees 
which 


made them settle down in definite 
localities, for when one has planted 
a fruit tree one is not willing to 
desert it readily. The fruit tree be- 
came a great source of interest to 
them and all sorts of superstitions 
began to spring up around these 
trees, superstitions 
that may be 


found in many parts of Europe to- 
day 


A few miles outside of Lincoln a 


few years ago the writer found 
some 
fruit 
trees 
with 
huge 


boulders lodged in the forks of the 
branches. 
This is "a custom that 


our ancestors had centuries ago. 
They had the peculiar notion that 
p acing- burdens upon the trees in 
this fashion stimulated the tree to 
heavy bearing; that they would sev 
a better crop of fruit if they sug- 
gested that idea to the tree. 
This 


has come down in the Christmas 
celebration, especially In England, 
where if is not necessaiy to deco- 
rate a'tree as most of us do in 
America today, but to wrap up the 
presents for all those who attend 
the celebration and lodge them in 
the forks of the tree- 


In many parts of-'Europe it is 


customary at this time for the 
peasants to go out into the orchard 
during the Christmas season arid 
wish their trees a happy new year. 
After the Christmas dinner is over 
all remnants of the mea" are care- 
fully gathered and thrown into the 
orchard as a sacriilce to the tree 
god, so the trees may prosper and 
bear abundantly. 
In many sec- 


tions the maid-servant carries the 
man-servant 
on 
her 
shoulders 


through the orchard. 
This sug- 
gests abundant bearing to the trees. 
They believed that trees were sub- 
ject to evil spirits. 


Whipping the Devil Out. 


It was of great importance to 


protect the trees against the evil 
spirits at this time, and it was 
customary in many regions, and 
still is, to whip the trees with great 
ashes djjring the Christmas sea- 
son, thus driving out the evil s>pir- 
its. 
There was a similar custom 


of shooting through the trees in 
order to rid them of their evil 
possession. 
To this day fireworks 
aie very frequently used in this 
connection in Europe, and this pot. 
sibly accounts for the custom of 
utilizing fireworks and shooting at 
New Years in our own country. 


With the introduction of agrl- 


cultuic the care of animals be- 
comes very important. 
This fre- 


quently was a serious problem to 
our ancestors for they did not un- 
derstand 
the diseases of cattle. 
Again they ascribed the diseases 
to evil spirits. They tried to drive 
out the evil spirits at Christmas 


cakes have alt kinds of images. In 
the older days they had only life 
image of an animal. Wo still have 
animal cakes and it is interesting to 
U ace their origin. Our ancestors 
made sacrifices. 
In the very early 
days, human sacrifices were com- 
mon. Later they substituted ani- 
mals. Still later they made an im- 
age of the animal in dough and 
sacrificed that. Every 
Christmas 
tree that follows the traditions has 
some of these cakes suspended from 
it. One of tho cakes 
wtTT t>'e 
the 


Image of a human being. This is 
generally baked from the last rem- 
nant of the dough and, as we see, is 
really a remnant of the old human 
sacrifice. Many of these Christmas 
cakes have seeds on them. 
The 


gods and spirits were always sup- 
posed to refuse 
cakes that 
had 
seeds on them 
Therefore, when the 
cakes were meant for human con- 
sumption the seeds must not be 
i.orgotten or the hobgoblins might 
spirit xthem away. So our ancestors 
had a rather practical way of ren- 
dering: unto the gods 
what 
was 


meant for them .and, withholding the 
things that they wanted for them- 
selves. 


Eating to Honor the Gods. 


While the most important foods 
at Christmas time are connected 
with the grains and naturally took 
the form of cakes, many regions, 
especially in England, laid stress on 
meat. It should be remembered that 
the eating of meat was in itself a 
sacrifice to the gods Our ancestors 
always sacrificed the vitals, the in- 
testines, the heart, the lungs, and 
the liver to the gods and they hon- 
ored the gods by eating the other 
meat. To .this day many people re- 
fuse to eat the heart on account of 
sentimental reasons which' originate 
in older superstitions. The animal 
sacrifices meant for the gods were 
always decorated with leaves and 
ribbons. The carcasses thatjiang in 
European shops during Christmas 
season are always decorated as the 
old sacrifices were. When human 
beings were sacrificed to the gods 
they were similarly decorated. Some 
writers contend that the habit of 
adorning children at the festal sea- 
sons is really a remnant of this old 
superstition. 


The consuming of ale, wine and 


whiskey at the Christmas season 
also -has its basis m the old cus- 
toms. These liquors were sacred 
because they did not spoil — they 
-were food that could be kept in- 
definitely, therefore, sacred. More- 
ox'er they were stimulating, so our 
ancestors believed that they had a 
spiritual quality and were especially 
acceptable to the gods. In the old 
days 
drunk 
men 
were 
never 


molested, because they were sacred 
to the gods. To this day it is looked 
upon as rather wicked to arrest a 
drunk man during the Christmas 
season. He has a special right to 
honor the gods at^that time rather. 
immoderately without punishment. 


Fish a Symbol of Christianity. 
In many parts of northern Eupore 


families eat fish on New Year's eve 
This has no connection with our 
pagan past. The fish is the symbol 
of Christianity which explains the 
custom, 


Some of the ancient Roman cus- 
toms found their way north and 
were 
embodied in the northern 


Christmas. Dunng the Roman Sat- 
urnalia slaves were given a day of 
freedom and were served by their 
masters There was much merry- 
making during Saturnalia, a feature 
which 
leadily lent itself to the 


northern traditions. In early Christ-

was the "village green" where the 
racred dances were 
performed. 


These village greens m later days 
Lecamc the commons and 
some 


have come down to us in the form 
of city parks 


Tt will readily be seen that those 


of our ancestors who 
lived far 


enough north must ha^ e found a 
problem in the coniferous trees and 
shrubs. 
Here were trees that re- 


mained green throughout the win- 
tor. Clearly they must be placed 
in *he same category as the in- 
dividual sacred trees that did not 
languish when 
other trees' did. 


They became object* of reverence 
and for this reason the cversjrfcn 
has come down to us as our Christ- 
mas tree. This is 
why we give 


special attention also to the holly 
with its led berries, suggestive of 
' vitality and life. 
The mistletoe is of slightly dif- 


ferent origin. 
As is well known 


tho mistletoe is a parasite, grow- 
ing on trees. It appears especially 
in trees that are weakened and 
frequently Is seen on those that 
arc completely dead. In the winter 
time when the tree has shed Us 
own foliage, the 
mistletoe is in 


evidence in all of its freshn'oss and 
vorduie. 
This clearly gave our 


ancestors (ho feeling that the vital 
o'ement of the tree A\as embodied 
in the mistletoe. 


Kissing Neath Trie Mistletoe. 


Tliey practically felt that the mis- 


Hctoe was tin- soul of the tree and 
that Jt 
all\e. The peculiar cus- 


tom of kissing under the mistletoe 
Van easily bo related to this belief. 
It Is the emblem of vitality and life. 


The things which we have, been 


describing nil go back to the earl- 
iest 
period when onr ancestors 


'worshinpfd the tree spirit, in addi- 
tion to tho sun god. This tree spirit, 


time 
by 
parading 
through 
the 


stables and making loud noises. Jt 
was also imperative that at Christ- 
mas time all the stables should be 
thoroughly cleaned. 
This was m-^. 


variably followed by noisy dancing 
in ordeit- to drive the evil spirits 
from the stables. To this day it la 
customary for peasants in many 
legions in northern Europe also to 
go- to the stables and wish their 
cattle a happy new year- 


But the most important feature 


of Christmas comes in connection 
with harvesting. 
Christmas really 


becomes 'the' last harvest festival. 
There wore three of these haivst 
festivals in the old days. The earli- 
st one was the grain harvest in 
Ju'y. 
The second was the fruit 


harvest which has conie down to 
us in "harvest home," but .the third 
and most important festival was 
at Christmas when all of the work 
of the harvest was supposed to bo, 
completed. 


All of tlTS threshing must be dis- 


posed of by this time- Everything 
must be put in its proper place ana 
an accounting made for the year. 
This grew so important that it be 
came the rule that all of the work 
of the house must be completed at 
that time, including even such ac- 
tnities of the women as spinning 
Therefore the !ast nights of ,±he 
year were generally very busy and 
not infrequently the whole night 
was spnt in work so that good luck 
might come to the household. 
It 


was a calamity when any of trie 
important work remained to be 
done after the fateful night. 
It 


is easy to see how our own modern 
institution of house-cleaning camo 
from this source. With tins, more- 
over, is connected the annual " in- 
ventory of merchants, which, as %ve 
see, .really rests on these supersti- 
tions. 


As .we. have said, Christmas be- 


came a very important harvest fes- 
tival, ja.s- is plain from the manner 
in which our ancestors ate at this 
season, of thfi 
year. 
During the 


busy nights when men and women 
were w Tkmg at full speed natur- 
ally there was an occasion for eat- 
ing. But on the 
fe'stal day itself 
vast amounts of food were con- 
sumed to please the gods. It was 
more or less of the nature of a 
sacrifice — it was pleasing to the 
dead, very 
similar to the "wake" 
that is still practiced In the honor 
of the dead in Ireland. 


Christmas a Harvest Festival. 
It is ciuite easy to trace the har- 


vest festival in .the superstions that 
cluster 
around Christmas eating. 


Nine kinds of food must be con- 
sumed at the Christmas table, rep- 
resenting: the various kinds of grain 
that the cvonmmnily raised. 
The 


women of the house, >es, every 
m.irr!nie:ible woman must have her 
hands In dough or flour during the 
c'hristnuis season. This is the trib- 
ute that she pays to the gods. If 
she fails to do this she

Protect the Spectators. 


• Those who framed the rules gov- 
erning the pursuits of the more or 
less elusive pigskin, seem to be 
rather forgetful about the support- 
ing public—and its general comfort 
and welfare." They legislate con- 
cerning, this and resolve and adopt 
concerning that of the game Uself 
—but they aren't doing anything for 
the cash customers except to permit 
Increase of time that the customer 
must linger in the stands and risk 
pneumonia, 
chillblains 
and 
eye 
strain by peering through the murk 
of autumnal , twlight at .the final 
plays'of the game. 
For some reason or other the rule- 


makers aren't, smarted up into the 
knowledge that folks pay.from ?10,- 
000, to nearly $500,000 to see Action 
Action—*and nothing else but. They 
are either blissfully ignorant or 
snobbishly ignore the facu. the pub- 
lic heeds plenty of consideration and 
a heap of protection from stalling 
plays, stalling players and jockey- 
ing coaches who think that this is 
China where times doesn't meam a 
thing in life. 


Huddle An Atrocity. 


The huddle is an atrocity. 
It 
serves no Purpose whatsoever—de- 
spite what it advocates say—except 
to subject the. public to weary de- 
lays in the frost-laden atmosphere. 
So far as can be observed, the hud- 
dling teams are less successful in 
getting away with .trick plays than 
are the ones that use the old .and 
time . honored method of- lining up 
promptly and calling signals right 
out loud. 
As matters are regulated now, a 


team can insert into a lineup In 
each period as many substitutes as 
is desires to substitute. As a result, 
it sometimes happens that each col- 
lege has parts of three teams on the 
field after every play; one going 
on to substitute; one coming off to 
tho sidelines and the other lolling 
around waiting for the substitutes 
to Introduce themselves Properly to 
the officials and become acclimated. 


Playing to Galleries. - 


And when the game isn't punct- 
ualed by such delays, the crowds 
are forced to further unnecessary 
exposure to tho elements—and fur- 
ther lack of action—by "unjured" as 
well as injured athletes. 
It is a trait of some humans to 
"play to the galleries"—and a favor- 
ito method is through the medium 
of sympathy. Football players are 
not immune;, rather, a lot.of them 
seem to be very prone. Some play- 
ers have become notorious for it. 


If they've made a "bone" play 
just -a bit earlier, aind wish the pub- 
lic to excuse it, or if they've made 
a brilliant play acd want a full 
share of praises, .there have been 
some who seem to contrive very 
deftly to get themselves "knocked 
out" In an ensuing play. Then they 
lie prostrate upon the greensward 
while a water boy or a doctor 
prances over and the crowd is ap- 
praised of the fact that "so-amd-so 
is hurt." Thereupon,.the cheer lead- 


lines, as is .only right,and proper 
FootbalJ isn't a'game where.a man 
is forced to play until both his leg 
and his head are torn off befor 
he is taken out of the lineup. 


The Unlimited Substitutions. 
The unlimited substitution thing 
is another atrocity. Alonzo Stagg 
out Chicago way, works It to th< 
detriment of action and to. the con 
stant annoyance of spectators. Ant. 
Stagg isn't alone except that in 
'his particular case his substitu 
tions are operated under, the gen 
eral heading of "strategy." 


Whenever a team begins • slam 


mlng the Chicago line for big gains 
or long end runs, and seems to b< 
in full stride, the Stagg "strategy' 
begins to operate. _ H'e sends in 
substitute. Just about as soon as 
that sub reaches the official and 
'.nforms him of the 
substitution 
Stagg starts another sub along to- 
ward the scene of action. Some- 
times he'll chase a third after him 


Overworking the Strategy. 


Meanwhile the o-pposition players 
are nervously champing for ac- 
tion. A play is finally made. -Just 
as the teams Une up for the next 
Stagg sends in a new sub. As tha 
sub reports and the teams are about 
ready, Stagg delays proceedings by 
sending in another—and perhaps 
another sub.

A's a result, there is a pos- 
sibility of electing the democratic 
candidate, Fulton J. Redman. 
A democratic victory would make 


the. United States senate in 
the 
seventieth congress stand 
forty- 
eight democrats, forty-seven repub- 
licans and one farmer-laborite. 
Further, the democratic strength 
in the session of congress which 
opens a week from Monday would 
bo increased to foity-three 
votes, 
with republicans fifty-two and far-, 
mer-labor one. At the start of this 
sixty-ninth congress, republicans 
had fifty-six, democrats thirty-nine 
and farmer-labor one. 
The immediate effect of a demo- 


cratic victory would give the in- 
dependent-republican group in the 
senate a stronger balance of power 
upon all pending legislation. It 
would mean that any time in the 
coming session 
five republicans 


vote with the democrats the ad- 
ministration group will be defeated 


The difficult Maine situation de-

SYDNEY. Nov. 27. — (TJ P.) — 


Regulations recently passed by the 
Federal Government give the gov- 
ernment censor more definite con- 
trol over moving pictures for both 
import and export as result of re- 
peated protests from 
civic bodies 
thai .many pictures exhibited are 
"Immoral.1* 
Registration 
of films imported 


from abroad is required before they 
may be delivered from the customs, 
and the censor is given the right of 
refusing to legister a film or o£ 
according it only conditional regis- 
tration. 
Blasphemous, indecent, 


and other such 
films, 
including 
those which are regarded as carrj- 
ing propaganda against the British 
Empire, 
cannot 
be 
registered 


Greater control Is also granted the 
censor over advertising matter. 
Special provision is made in tne 
regulations that a specimen or 
every piece of advertising matter 
Imported for use in the conunon- 
weath for the exhibition of moving 
pictures shall be deposited with the 
censor. 
This 
includes 
posters, 
photographs, 
sketches, 
programs 


slides" and other mattei. Instead of 
merely posters and photographs, as. 
formerly. Security is required from 
Importers that additions, will not 
bo made directly or Indirectly with- 
out permission of the censor. 
The regulations arc the outcome 


of protests by public organizations 
and private citizens against the 
general run of movies coming into 
this country. 
A typical example 


of these protests Js contained in a 
recent report of the director of the 
State' Children's 
Deparment 
in 


Queensland. While admitting that 
moving pictures might be usod as 
ono of the best means of educat- 
ing young people, the director said: 
"At the same time there are num- 
bers of films which are exhibited 
in our centers which tend to form 
criminal instincts among boys in- 
stead of raising them to a higher 
plane.

Children's court in which boys ad- 
mit that they received criminal 
Ideas from, moving pictures." 


Tho National Council of Women, 


•which was in annual session re~- 
cently, 
.blamed the 
movies for 
teaching flappers to drink

comfort among wives by showing 
to much high life.

Here and There 


Pearls Are Deceptive Gems. 


(Scientific American.) 


Paying a fortune for an optical 


illusion is what one does when he 
buys a rope of pearls. The inimi- 
table iridescence of the 'genuine 
pearl is due simply to the existence 
of microscopic corrugations on its 
surface, spaced about one 
fifty- 
thousandth of an inch apart. They 
produce the colortul optical effect 
known to the physicist as inter- 
ferences fringes. To demonstrate 
that the charm of the pearl is only 
a surface effect let the outer lay- 
er of one be peeled off: the pretty 
gem will become a dull, uninterest- 
ing pebble of limestone. What a 
costly experiment to demonstrate a 
natural truth! 


Pearl's are lound in shallow seas 
over a large part of the orient. For 
thousands of jears, among many 
peoples, they have possessed a re- 
ligious significance, while there are 
many who believe 'it was the ro- 
mantic world-wide quest for pearls 
which led to the diffusion of early 
civilization from some near-Medi- 
terranean center to tho East, and 
ultimately across the broad Pacific. 
Pearls abound near the isifes of that 
misnamed ocean 
and their quest 
provides a large, part of the living 
of the islanders. Many a true ro- 
mance has been written around the 
adventurous lives_ of pearl dealers 
in the Persian Gulf, India, Ceylon, 
the Spice Islands and .Australia. 
But these are not the men who find 
the pearls. The native, accustomed 
to-the water from boyhood, becomes 
almost a human fish. As a diver, 
he generally remains under water 
from fifty to eighty seconds.

PLYMOUTH, Eng., NO\V 27.—(I. 
N.S.)—Scenes reminiscent 
of ttho 


Klondike golb- rush arc being enac- 
ted in Cornwall, where Great Brit- 
ain's oldest industry, tin-mining, 
has entered upon a new era of pros- 
perity after languishing for years. 


The cause is a world shortage of 
tin, a greatly increased demand be- 
ing due to "the conversion of 
the 


metal to such varied uses as the 
weighing of artificial silk for near- 
silk stockings, wrappers for can- 
dies, and nttings for radio sets and 
automobiles. 
In a few years the 


price of tin has risen from 
$600 


to $1585 per ton. 
Cornish tin mines which for years 
have been Idle of nearly idle, are 
now working at full strength. Pros- 
pectors are exploring every part of 
the adjacent moors in an endeavor 
to locate new fields, while men are 
even raking the beaches after every 
tide to retrieve deposits wasted in 
the days of plentiful spuulles and 
low prices. 
Little groups of men 'known as 
"tin panners" may be seen from 
early morn to sunsM panning the 
streams to capture\ the minute 
grains of tin which have escaped 
from the stamps and crushes of tne 
mines. They claim to be making a 
comfortable living- for their labors, 
every pound of tin so gathered be- 
ing worth at least 50 cents to them. 


Mines In- the neighborhood of 


Penruth and Camborne are a hivo 
of industry. -Nearly a quarter mil- 
lion dollars have been paid 
in 
wages in the past nine months in 
this district alone, while the profits 
being accrued by the mine-owners 
are amply repaying them for the 
past years of near-bankruptcy. 
The Prince of Wales, as owner 


of the Duchy of Cornwall, is c»ne of 
the chief gainers in this boom. 
A huge percentage of ' the tin 


mined in these parts is bought by 
the American canning industries, 
and the possibility of canned foods 
be'og increased in price is foreseen 
if tin prices advance .any" higher.

the building by Independent experts 
is now being urged. The new alarm 
has been caused by a statement by 
Canon Alexander to the Royal 
Commission on Cross River Traffic 
that movement of the building has 
occurred quite recently despite all 
the efforts to itop It 


Fierce public and Private con- 
troversy 
over 
the 
condition of 
St. Paul's has been going on since 
1921_ when Sir Itancis Fox, dis- 
tinguished 
consulting 
engineer, 
wrote to the King that the building 
was unsafe. 
Expert commissions 
have been appointed to examine it, 
resulting in a conflict of opinions. 
In 1924 the Royal Fine Art com- 
mission, reported-that the building 
•was "In a precarious condition," 
and shortly afterwards City Sur- 
veyor John Todd served a "danger- 
ous structure" ^notice on the Dean 
and Chapter because he feared the 
huge dome would collapse. This 
caused a great scare and congre- 
gations quickly diminished. 
Two months later, however, an- 
oter expert commission reported 
that there was no danger in visiting 
the cathedral, and this reassurance 
"caused larger congregations. 
The 
-commission said that "no ^state- 
ments were taking pia.ce fi.t~cne pres- 
ent time and there was no delecter- 
lous effect from 
vibration.' Yet 
three weeks later a part of the cath- 
edral was closed and a scheme of 
grouting piers was started. The 
"dangerous structure" notice was 
suspended. 
The grouting of piers has ""been

Mummy Story Is Revived 


PARIS 
—(INS) —Is Cleopatra 


burled In Paris? Several Parisian 
archaeologists and 
Egyptologists 


are inclined 
to believe 
so 
and 
would be much disappointed if the 
mummy of the famous Nile Queen 
should be found elsewhere. 
* 
Every' ten or fifteen years the 
report spreads that one of three 
decayed mummies buried in the lit-' 
tie garden of the National Library 
in 1S71, during the Commune, is 
that of Cleopatra. 
Three persons assisted 
at 
the 
burial services of the three mum- 
mies, only one of whom, M. Mor- 
treuil, retired general secretary of 
the library is now alive. 
"There were many Egyptian an- 


tiquities in the Library when I be- 
gan to work there in 1869, at the 
age of nineteen," says M. Morteruil. 
"Among them : were three mum- 
mies, without bindings, one of 
which passed for that of Cleopa- 
tra. 


"Why Cleopatra? I dpn't know. 
Perhaps only because the mummy 
was very beautiful. At any rate 
we w.ere all very much in love with 
our Cleopatra. 
"I heard it reported that Napol- 


eon had brought the three mum- 
mies —the other two were males 
—from Egypt. It was even reported 
that Napoleon spent a whole night 
alon'e with the mummy in his tent 
at the foot of the pyramids. Per-

haps it was lie who baptized .her 
Cleoparta, or perhaps he identified 
the mummy definitely as that of 
Cleopatra, or perhaps he Identified 
-why 
or by whom the bindings were 
taken from the mummies. 


"Then came the war and. the 
seige of Paris. To protect the Egyp- 
tian collection from German shells 
we transported it to the cellar, the 
mummies included. The humidity 
decomposed them and when the 
Commune took possession of the 
library the mummies were giving 
forth such an odor that it wag de- 
cided to bury them. 
"We did it secretly, one spring 
night by lantern light.. The others 
swapped yarns and poked fun at 
Cleopatra but I shed a few1 real 
tears at'the thought of never seeing 
her again;"^ 
M. Boreux, conservator of the 
Louvre Museum was -Inclined to 
scoff at the idea that one of the 
buried mummies was that of Cleo- 
patra. 
' 
"Nevertheless as long as the real 
mummy is not'discovered and iden- 
tified all hypotheses are permis- 
sible," he said. • 
"Let us believe the story, .since 
there Is no scientific reason for not 
believing it," said M. Kolaad Mai- 
cel, administrator ot the Llbrarj'-. 
"And 
I would regret very much It 
the authentic mummy of Cleopatra 
were found in Alexandria. The Idea 
that .Cleopatra may be-buried in 
our garden lends a certain enchant- 
ment to the library."

Charging1 that the jealousy of male 
pilots has made her life as an avia- 
tor Intolerable, Mrs. Elliot Lynn, the 
•famous English pioneer airwoman, 
has announced her Intention of giv- 
ing up flyiog.. 
"It la too painful to a person who 
has any sensitiveness to'be subject 
to continual bickering and leg-pull- 
ing," Mrs. Lynn said, attributing 
all her troubles to prejudice against 
woman adopting aviation, as a 
career. 
"I1 am terribly upset "that I shall 


have to give up flying-," she added, 
"but I have been driven to it. For 
months I have had to contend with 
a campaign of veiled Innuendo and 
open maliciousness which has made 
ihy. life unbearable. 
"It has all been a question of 
jealousy, because I have, had too 
much publicity, and because there 
are men-who like to scoff, at the 
very idea-of a. woman becoming a* 
successful ^pilot. I have been jeered 
at :behind my back and ridiculed in 
my face.".. 
Mrs. Lynn, who is, a. noted ath-. 
lete, has had phenomenal success 
as an^ aviator. She was the first 
airwoman to give exhibitions in 
stunt flying1 in England, and is the 
only, woman pilot who has a pilot's

LONDON, Nov. 27^— (I. N. S.)— 
The idea of a "United . States- of 
Europe" was the .primary reason for 
the recent important, but secret 
meeting between the heads of Brit- 
ish and German/industries. 


On. one side tlie 
meeting -was 
headed ,.by Sir- Robert Korne, ex- 
chancellor of the exchequer, now 
one of the leading: figures In "big 
business", of today: on the other 
side, .-the German delegation 
-was 


led by' Dr.: Ctmo, former chancellor 
.of German j*.

The-meeting took place at the 
country home, Broadlands, of Col- 
onel "Wilfred Ashley, a member 'of 
the British government and min- 
ister of transport The discussions* 
were carried on with the full knowl- 
edge' and approval of the British 
government. 


Tariffs Discussed. 


Tariffs formed the-keynote of the 
discussions and a remarkable map, 
graphically illustrating- the com- 
parative heights of tariff walls 
erected by various European coun- 
tries, was one of >the centers of at- 
traction. 
. 


Both sides .agreed on the view- 
that the continual building of tariff 
walls is harmful to trade, and the 
delegates visualized a future in 
.which there would be no tariff bar- 
riers, within Europe, but, on the 
other hand, 
an 
actual 
"United 
States of Europe." 


It was realized that it -would take 
years to; educate the different na- 
tionalities up to this standard, but 
both sides . undertook to'(, do their 
best 


Agreement was also reached be- 
tween the nations as to price, pro- 
duction and quality of various ar- 
ticles, and a plan was evolved mu- 
tually to avoid "dumping," on the 
ground of its being 
inimical to 
stable 
economic conditions. The 
next meeting of the two sets of in- 
dustrialists will take place In Ber- 
lin. 


"Locarno" Needed. 
"The only salvation for Europe 
lies In a 'Locarno' for 
industry,"' 
says Sir Robert Hnrn«-

in Britain is in a bad way. The

It's not 
worth while. War with Japan used 
to sound_lnx"itlng a few years ago. 
But after all, there are only about

Patterning after at least one mar- 


ket gardner in the city, who has 
.been using the cieek for his gar- 
dens, the board of control recently 
received a permit from the state 
engineer's office to take 600 gallons 
of water per minute, or 1 1-2 cubic 
lect per second., from Salt creek 
The board's permit is the first of- 
ficial sanction ever given for the 
irrigation rights to Salt creek, and 
with that permit the bothersome 


The waters preempted from the 
creek are to" be used in irrigating 
about 60 acres of the pemtentiarj 
gardens, which supplv much of the 
food of the Lancaster inmates. They 
water will be turned first'on one 
tract, and then on another, as the 
need arises. 


In tins part of the country, ir- 


rigation is useful only now anc 
again, but when the- skies remain 
brassy for weeks,at a time and the 
sun pours forth in molten fervor, t 
little artificial rain is handy i 
and again 
The board p'ans to u°( 


its irrigation system only when the 
rainfall is deficient, and there may 
be summers frhen it is used 
but 


seldom. 
The board installed two pumps 


at Grand Island last year, and they 
are used to force water to irrigate 
the farm hands for the Soldiers' 
home. All the crop that was raised 
this season was raised under irriga- 
tion". 
According to E M. WesterveM, 


who secured the permit, the water 
will be taken from a natural pool 
about 20 feet deep in Salt creek 
The pool is located about one-half 
mile south, of the paved road that 


runs north of the penitentiary, at 
the southwest co.«ier of the institu- 
tion's land. 
' 
It will require about an S inch 


pump to brtag sufficient water to 
the ground level to water the strip 
between the two railroad, tracks 
and on down to the creek bank. It 
will be about 100 yards from the 
creek to the location of-the pump. 


The land is already leveled for 


the work, and work on the install- 
ation of the pump and ,the prepara- 
tion of the ditches wi 1 begin so that 
it can ,be put in use by April 1 and 
completed in another month. It is 
estimated that the entire contract 
will cost ?2,000. 


The main ditch for irrigating 


purposes will be about 8 feet deep 
for about 100 yards, and the tribu- 
tary ditches will vary in size, ac- 
cording to the need. Although the 
land at that point seems very level, 
It has a fall of betvreen 1 1-2 and 
4 feet, and that fall is sufficient to 
force 
the 
water 
through 
the 


ditches. Eight or ten inch Iron 
pipes will carry the water under 
the railroad tracks. 


The largest ditch ,will be three 


feet wide at the top. It is planned 
to have it one foot underground 
and one foot above ground.

Suppose that in the next fifteen 
years the present-speed could be 
simply doubled, and made common, 
at 500 miles an hour. Then it would 
be possible for Americans to spend 
a week-end (with friends in Europe, 
and vice versa. Leave New York, 
say at 4 p. m. Friday; arrive in 
London or Paris at midnight the 
samo day 
.Spend 
Saturday and 
Sunday 
until 4 p. m. with your 


Jriends, and arrive in New York 
Sunday at midnight. During 
Sat- 
urday you could make air calls all 
.'i round Europe. That would do more 
to. keep world peace Lh<ui a dozen

miles an hour is impracticable, and 
it not then it would be too dang- 
erous and too expensive."

erous that it wanted badly enough 
to fret it.

tion; the airplane is carrying it 
lo a yet higher power. Every race 
and people feels the stimulus leap- 
ing through Its blood, singing in its 
ears. An auto in the desert makes 
the staid camel lift its head and 
step faster. An airplane flying over 
old China wakes up three hundred 
million people and Inspires 
with a new ambition.

authoiity In the field of short wave 
circuits by the United States pub- 
lic health service. Much of the 
recent results of Professor Hux-

investigations 
have been 
used in the public fiealth reports 
The purpose of the7 report was to 
show a series of tests on the physi- 
ological effects of high frequency 
currents, and the surgeon who car- 
ried out the research gave much 
credit to Professor Huxford for de- 
signing tha circuits which _he found 
to be the most successful arrange- 
ment with which he experimeted.

Dean R. A. Lyman of the. College 
ot Pharmacy declares that his col- 
lege has outgrown the building in 
which it is now housed, a building 
which formerly was the Chemistry 
Hall. His recommendations follow: 
"It is true that the department 


of 
pharmacy, the department of 
physiology and pharmacology, and 
the department of student 
health, 
have outgrown the present phar- 
macy building. It is also true that 
the building is entirely Inadequate 
and unfitted for the purpose for 
which it is now used. For example, 
there Is no suitable room in the 
building for microscopic work. This 
work plays an Important part in 
the physiological and pharmaceut- 
ical sciences. 


"Neither is there room for the 
physiological work.

"The pharmaceutical laboratories 


are all cramped, and it is necessary 
to have proper rooms and space for

Gilbert H. Doane, university li- 
brarian, makes a, strong appeal for 
the early construction of a large 
modern library building.

Wants Dentistry Building. 


A building on the city campus to 


douse the college of dentistry, now 
located on the top 
floor of the 


Liberty Theater building, is recom- 
mended by Dean G. A. Grubb of 
that college, who wrote in part1 


"The Dental Educational Councl 


of America, the recognized national 
rating body, has classified the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska dental college 
as a class 'B' school. The classifi- 
cation- expressly states " that 
the 


present building quarters are inade- 
quate and unsuitable for a modern 
dental department. A new building 
would give the college an 'A' rat- 
Ing. 


"Secondly, the realization within 
the last decade of the relationship of 
dental attention to health economy 
demands that some phases of this 
highly specialized healing art be 
done under modern surgical ' pro- 
cedure." Inspiration by example Is

quarters, in a building built over a 
quarter of a century ago for other 
purposes than that for which it is 
now used." 


-Dean Grubb points out, in his ar- 
ticle, that the university annually 
pays a rental of $3,900 for its quar- 
ters'in the Liberty theater building. 
He predicts that the enrollment of 
he college would double wlhln five 
years from the time the 
college 
moves Into a new modern'building. 
This enrollment, he believes, will 
graduate a sufficient number of 
dentists to supply the regional 
needs. Such a building would be 
adequate for the next 25 or 50 
years, he says. 
Dr. Grubb also points' out that 


the University Is now unable to do 
research work atong dental lines, 
and that the results of such a re- 
search, conducted by trained- think- 
ers, would bring untold returns to 
the people of the state. "The solu- 
tions of these problems (problems 
of prevention) wil benefit the pub- 
lic. Therefore, these trained 
re- 
search thinkers should be devel- 
oped by tax-supported" Institution, 
and their work carried on under the 
direction of such organizations." 
He points out tiiat only eleven 


of the forty-seven dental colleges 
have state university connections, 
and that only fouri of these eleven 
are located west of the Mississippi^ 
river. The states of Mlissourt, Kan- 
sas, Colorado, Wyoming, and South 
Dakota, he says, have no state den- 
tal, colleges. "Nebraska is in a posi- 
tion "to 'do much for dental educa- 
tion," he says. "Whether she rises 
to her opportunities depends on her 
limitations. A modern building on 
the city campus, as outlined in this 
article, Is the first step (and a great 
one) 
in throwing off • her 
present 


limitations.

"Beginning- a period of enlarged 
service to the press of the state, 
the University-News Service' finds 
at hand no avenue ot physical ex- 
pansion. Within a 
comparatively 


short time, the addition of 'other 
equipment and the expansion of the 
files will necessitate trebling its 
present quarters. 
"The capacity of. the news edit- 
ing laboratory has been reached. A 
new one should be provided.. No 
ordinary classroom .will suffice — 
news editing requires special equip- 
ment to simulate the physical ap- 
jpearances of a newspaper 
city 


room. There should be a room for 
assistants and readers, where pa- 
pers may be examined in~ privacy.1' 
Mr. Walker suggests that the 


classrooms should include a large 
assembly and lecture room, accom- 
modating at least 300 persons where 
convocations of the, entire school 
may be,held; two classrooms each 
seating fifty students, a news-writ- 
ing and a news-editing laboratory 
equipped with copy desks and an 
adequate supply of typewriters, and 
a typography laboratory. 
"Auxiliary • rooms,1' 
he 
says, 
"should include a commodious li- 
"brary and reading-room; a morgue 
and filing-room sufficiently large 
to permit building up a comprehen- 
sive store of matter dealing with 
the university; a large conference 
room which could also be used as a 
'home' by the 
two 
professional 


journalistic 
organizations; 
and 
quarters for the student 
publica- 
tions. 
This projected- journalism 


building should be near the general 
library to facilitate, research, close 
by the College of Arts and.Science 
for the convenience of students who 
elect work there, and 
centrally 
located to expedite news-gather- 
ing."Extension of Teachers College. 
An extension of its present building 
to the south so as to at least double 
the present available space is "the 
crying need of the Teachers Col- 
lege," declares "W. B. Sealock, dean 
of that colege. He suggests that 
the present building be enlarged by 
the addition of a. south wing similar 
to the Twelfth Street side of So- 
cial Science Hall. 
"When this is 
done," he says, "reorganization of 
the college can be made which will 
result in students going out into the 
public schools much better prepared 
for their work than at the present 


Even such an extension will not 


furnish adequate provision for the 
full development of the 
college, 


Dean Sealock believes. 
The col- 
lege should maintain a junior and 
senior high school, and an element- 
ary school comprising kindergarten 
and grades one to six inclusive. A 
high school building, capable of 
housing 500 students, is needed, he 
declares- 
- 
, 
Dean Sealock points out that the 
average enrollment of the Teachers 
College during the first ten years 
of its existence was somewhat Be- 
low 300, and that since the reorgan 
Ization of the college, the enroll- 
ment has increased from 451 in th? 
first semester of 19211-22, to l«a 
for the present.semester.-"In brief, 
he states, "the enrollment in the 
Teachers College has more than 
trebled since 1921." 
. 
This Increase in enrollment gives 


only a slight insight into the ex- 
pansion needs of the college. Dean 
Sealock believes. 
The department 


of school administration, he says, 
needs three times the space 
it 
needed a few years ago. A room 
for laboratory work is an absolute 
necessity. 
The need for a larger 


high school has been great, for the 
college has not been able to in- 
crease the number of students in 
the high school, to enable expansion 
of the work in practice teaching. 
The faculty of the Teachers College 
does not have adequate office facil- 
ties. 
Adequate provision for a bureau 


of educational research, a necessary 
part of the work of a Teachers Col-

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HUNGRY MOUTHS TO FEED 
In the last six years the-population of the United 


States Increased by 10 millions. , 


The significance of this increase in Delation to agri- 


cuHure is that America's food needs called for 40,- 
000,000 bushels more wheat, 1,700,000 pounds more 
meat'and 35 million bushels more potatoes in 192G 
than in 1920. If the same proportionate increase in 
population is maintained in the next ' twenty-five 
years, it will require 160,000,000 bushels more wheat 
to feed the people of the United States than at pres- 
ent, and a proportionate increased amount of other 
foodstuffs. 


It has been confidently predicted that America w 


have 150 millions of people in 1950, instead of the 116 
million of today and that by 1075 the population will 
be not less than 200 millions. 


The question of a surplus of .foodstuffs, resulting 


from agricultural activity in America, is further com- 
plicated by three other factors. 


Since 1860 there has. been a steady drift from.farm 


to city. 
'

In 1890 the population of the United States was 


62,947,714, divided between 22,298,350 living in the 
cities and 40,649,355 on the farms or'in rural territory. 
Thirty-five years ago, then, for every man, woman 
and child in thVcities, there were two on the fans 
Ten years later, with 75,994,575 people in the United 
States, 30,380.433 lived in the cities and 45,614,142 on 
the farms. There was a pain oC 8,000,000 in urban 
population as against 5,000,000 rural, In the next de- 
cade America's population increased to 
91,972,26'i. 


•with 42,166.120 in the cities and 49,806,146 in the rural 
regions. The cities had gained nearly 14,01)0,000 while 
the farm population was but 4,000,000 larger than ten. 
years before. In 1920, the official census .gave Ameri- 
ca a population of 105-710,620 with 54,304,603 in tho 
cities and 51,406,017 on the farms. For the first time 
in America's history urban populat/on exceeded,ru- 
ral. In the 'ten years between 1910 and 1920, the 
'cities gained nearly 12,000,000 of people while the ru- 
ral regions increased In population but a. little over 
2,500,000. 
' 


In the last thirty-five years the growth of American 


cities in population has been three times as fast as 
that in the rural regions. The cities gained 32,006,- 
244 in the thirty years from 1890 to 1920 while the 
farming or agricultural communities increased but 
10,756,662. 
-

There seems to be no slackening in the -movement 


from farm to city. 


In the last five.years American cities "have grown 


more rapidly than in -the decade immediately pro- 
ceeding. Improved methods ol farming, due to bet- 
ter machinery, has for the time served to offset the 
natural economic results in relation to agriculture, 
which' this situation will ultimately produce. 
Th.a 


farmer with his vastly superior equipi~ent can pro 
duce what it took five or ten to raises thirty years 
ago. 
Agricultural operations are being conducted 


on a vast scale. But even this will not always serve 
to offset the disproportion which exists between rural 
arid urban population. There will come a time when 
the demand for foodstuffs from the cities will put a 
premium on the farmers' efforts. 


A second factor which is recognized is that "most of 


the available land, upon which farming operation s 
can toe conducted cheaply, is now under cultivation. 
American wheat fields .cannot be 'greatly increaseri 
•without adopting expensive and costly methods. Re- 
clamation of arid regions involves hure expenditure:!, 
tcyond consideration except tUronHi governmental 
assistance. Fertility of the soil in those sections 
which have been yielding generously is being yii- 
palred. The farmer cannot continue indefinitely to 
plow the soil and plant the seed and trust to nature 
to bring forth indefinitely Ultimately production in 
this country is going to be seriously reduced unless 
artificial methods of enriching the soil are generally 
adopted.

Still a third condition foreshadows better condi- 


tions ahead of the agricultural regions of AmerZ 
Those countries which are producing food surpluses 
are gaining as rapidly -as the United States in popula- 
tion. Argentine, Canada, and Australia, contributing 
very largely at this time to the surplus 'of the world, 
are all maldng rapid strides. The food demands if 
their population are growinrr more rapidly than in- 
creased production.

These are the economic factors which promise to 


materially alter the position of agriculture in the next 
quarter of a century-' TV 1950, America's population 
many seriously tax the food suppl-.- produced upon 
Tier farms.

CAPTURING THE TOY MARKET... 


Up to ,1S75 there was not n doll factory in the* 


United States, but today, after a half century of pro- 
gress: in this field, the retail price of the products of 
the doll manufacturers of the country is about twen- 
ty-five million dollars. It is estimated that twenty 
million' dolls are now being manufactured annually 
in the United States, formerly . radically all of the 


( dolls were manufactured in Germany, the Americans 
seemingly finding it impossible "to duplicate .the 
bisque heads made abroad. Then the manufacturers of 
this country developed the unbreakable head and soft 
body and gave their dolls character, making them the 
most popular of any in' the world. 


Prior to the war comparatively few toys of any kind 


•were made in this country, those manufactured being 
for; the most part by-products. 
The war, 'however, 


alljbut eliminated the foreign supply,and manufacture 
, began In the United States. The rtsult was so satis- 
factory that American toys became popular abroad 
and for tiie first six months rf 1925 the exports ex- 
ceeded the imports. 


T,he principal catise for the popularitj- of tovs made 


"in 'this country is their high quality. The imported 
tovii which formerly filled the market were of the 
flimsiest character and were lacking in originality. 
Those which Americans are placing on the market are 
substantial and therefore much more 
last.tng than 


their predecessors. They can in reality.be played with 
and at the same time they are useful in teaching the 
child something.,

American toy maker;has been in the field he has put 
'more new toys on the market, than the European 
manufacturer ever dreamed of.

It was 
a case of the eternal triangle. : Smith Jiad been es- 
tranged from his wife and children; it was claimed, 
through jealousy, and Derham had' befriended her. 
The shooting took place after .the three-had; had din-, 
ner together and Smith had effected, a reconciliation" 
with his wife. •! His. defense was' not the "unwritten 
law" hut that ;he had attempted to Vend-his town life 
and Derba-m: had struggled with-him to-prevent him 
from carrying out his intention, accidentally receiv- 
ing a wound in the scuffle.

But despite the fact that the courts have 'stead-

conceptions of justice of the multitude. Law is no 
stronger than the respect and reverence accorded It 
by the overwhelming mass of people -whose actions It 
governs. A court may call a shooting Of the charact- 
er which resulted in the prosecution of Smittc'mur-. 
der, and murder it is, but few juries will call it such. 
Nor should it be said that these juries are cold to th-e 
importance of the majesty of law. -i&w-abiding citi- 
zens constitute them. They have the utmost respect . 
for them. They,simply consider the human elements 
of justice which law sometimes ignores. 
Civilization 


still reverences the home. It is the foundation of or- 
derly government. And so society sometimes closes 
its eyes to an unlawful shooting, as it did 'in the 
Smith case, and in countless others, when' that mur- 
der .was committed in .defense of the home. 


A COLOR EFFECT IN CURRENCY. 


The suggestion that the treasury department issue 


bills of different colors for each denomination has 
been made by a I&eiv Yorker, E. S. Ullman. 


Mr. Ullman- wrote Secretary Mellon that "It would 


be a great convenience and benefit to the public, 
especially'banking and other institutions that handle 
large amounts of currency, if the various denomina- 
tions were printed in separate, distinctive colors, e. -r. 
one-dollar bills of green, as they are now; fiva-doi- 
ar bills of brown, ten dollar bills of purple, etc." 


The department had replied that the matter will be 


carefully studied, but that there are two general ob-' 
jections; that counterfeiting would be easier with 
persons judging bills merely on colors 
rather than 


distinguishing marks which are less easily imitated; 
and the" difficulty of obtaining the proper colors. 


The latter objection seems hardly sound, for colors 


other than- green should be as easily obtainable as 
green. There is probably some truth in the asser- 
tion that the handling of bills would be more car?- 
ess: but it Is d-oubtful if a r 
ly-exe uted counter- 


feit bill would pass the eye o' an experienced bank 
clerk, whatever its color.

Where outside capital is willing to invest, there is 


a good place to live. 


Capital, which is seeking investment, sees oppor-

Carey Paine. 


Carey Paine was 
born July 2, 


1839 
at VRiverhead, Kent, England, 


the second son of Zachariah 
and 


Susanna Paine. Young- Carey fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of his father, 
a master-tailor, and at the age of 
nine years, made Himself a suit of 
.clothes, and at fourteen .he was able 
to make and finish the finest coat, 
and at. ttime -went to work in his 
father's shop, remaining there for 
about fifteen years, then going into 
business for himself 1h Tenterden. 


He received-his early training in 


a private school for boys, augment- 
ing it in later years by constant 
reading. His keen eyesight and re- 
tentive mind were a great boon to 
him. through his declining yeacs. 
He was thoroughly conversant with 
history, both ancient and modern; 
he was quite familiar with "the Eng- 
lish poets, and had more than a 
speaking acquaintance with Shake- 
speare and the Bible. 
, 
In his younger days, Mr. Paine 


was an htii'"t.p »f r>n mean ability 
and told of having on one accasioi 
given the stii.sw-ii-j-OiV several miles 
the start' of him and then beat it 
into a certain town, some miles dis- 
tant. He was equally proficient at 
jumping, hurdling and cricket and 
he won numerous medals and prizes 
for long-rifle shooting. 
His horses and dogs, he loved as 


the "apple of his eye,'' 
and 
the 


memory of. them was a great plea- 
sure to him in after years. 


Descended from 
musical 
stock, 


Mr. Paine was endowed with an ex- 
ceptional bass voice, which he used 
to advantage In the greatest of ora- 
torios and chorouses and both he 
and his elder brother'Fred. sang in 
a chorus of five thousand voices, at 
the opening 
of the ' Chrystal Pal- 
ace'in London. He was a member 
of 'the early oratorio' society of Lin- 
coln, under the direction of Mrs.' 
Carrie -B. Raymond and later under 
H. C. Probasco. 


On June 4, 1864 he\was united in' 


marriage, to Miss Emily Humphrey, 
generally conceded to be the most 
beautiful lady in 
Seven. Oaks at 
that time. They resided in River- 
head and Tenterden for over seven 
years. In which places five of their_ 
children -were born, one dying in 
Infancy. 
In 1871 the lure of the western 


world gripped them and with their 
four remaining children they emi- 
grated to this country, arriving hers 
in October of that year. "With the 
exception of' two 
of 
he 
earlier 
years when they lived In Crete and 
on a homestead five miles north of 
there, their home nas been contin- 
uously at Lincoln, and for the past 
forty-two years at 823 B. street 
•where Airs. Paine passed away Oc- 
tober 21. 1314. Of the five sons and 
five daughters born to them only 
four reached . the adult age. Eus- 
tace C. the eldest son died In April 
1919, 
Georget H., Ernest H. and 


Carrie A. Chapin surviving their 
father. He leaves also, two grand- 
children, Mildred and 
Howard A. 


Chapiri, jr., and one great-grandson 
Howard Newville Chapin. 
For many years Mr. Paine was 


employed in the tailoring establish- 
ment of John MteWhinnle and was, 
for a time foreman of the shop in 
the penetenttary. 
' The old friends know the joys and. 
sorrows-of pioneer life better than 
we can portray them and -what be- 
fell one -was the common lot of all. 
Seven years ago Mr. Paine went to 
live with his daughter . remaining 
there nearly four years, since -which 
time he had made his home with 
hl^ son Ernest -where, lie.died No- 
vember 11, 1926. His suffering dur- 
ing the last .two months of his life 
was so intense, that he longed and 
prayed for death to relieve him, 
once expressing himself "in the fol- 
lowing lines from Lord Byron

"We are now in an era of "ath- 


letics for all and all in athletics'," 
Mr. Gish says. "Such .can be ac- 
complished'only by flrst'having the 
proper facilities. It is our deslrr 
to train students in those (Physical 
activities such as golf, tennis, and 
handball, which they can and will 
continue 
after 
leaving' the uni- 


versity. 


"The addition to our. campus of 


the now Coliseum has made our 
indoor plant the greatest Mn tlio 
middlewest. and it Is our sincere 
desire, that our outdoor facilities 
will keep pace. This can only be' 
accomplished by the acquisition of 
the land immediately surrounding 


and lying north of the stadium and 
the Coliseum. 
'

"The territory has been desig- 


nated as the future recreation field 
of the university, and the sooner 
these grounds 
are acquired Iho 


sooner will the department of ath- 
letics be able to accomplish its de- 
sire to have all students taking part , 
in some form of physical activity 
and exercise." 


Heating and Power Plant. 


Before any of the other proposed * 


buildings can be erected, the uni- 
versity must acquire a now heat- 
ing and power plant. The present 
plant is taxed to its capacity, and 
it is doubtful if it would bevable 
to meet the demands whichv new 
build'mgs would make upon it. 


L. F, Seaton. superintendent of 


operations, calls attention to the 
need for a new power plant, as: • 
follows: 


"The building which now houses 


the heating and power plant is very 
old, amd is considered more or less- ' 
unsafe. With the addition of any 
future building, something must be 
done in the way of adding addi- 
tional heating and power facilities. "• 


"It is proposed that a new power 


plant be built down on the Mis- , ; 
souri Pacific tracks at about Four- ( 
teenth street..' This should be a 
modern plant which could be: used '• 
for heat and power, as well-as the :• 
laboratory 
for 
the 
mechanical 


engineering department. It is also ' 
a matter ot consideration to com- -" 
bine the. heating of the new State'1-1 
Capitol building- with the heat and : - 
power plaint of the university.'

"This would make a very cfCi-,' 


cient arrangement. Both being slate 
'institutions -would make it possible-;, 
to handle the heating of the Uvo. , 
projects with one plant. 
"At this time, the mechanical " 


engineering students are obliged to'" 
do their steam boiler testing in our . • 
Present heating plant, which for the 
most part is very much out of date. 
With the addition of the new heat- 
ing'and power plant, the engineer- 
ing students would be afforded an- 
excellent ppportxmity of testing a 
modern power plant. 
, 
"The operation of the new plant.-r 


would be much more efficient than - 
the plant which is now being used. , 
With up to date facilities, 
tha 


amount of labor in the new plant . 
would be very much less than that., 
required to take care of the old 
plant where a great deal of hand 
labor is necessary." 
., The present 
power' plant 
was 


built in. 1SS8. From four to six 
men are required to run it. It is 
estimated that a new plant, fur- 
nished with the modem equipment, 
would be run efficiently by two 
men, and would/ be able to furnisli 
Dower at nearly half the present 
cost.
